REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the thorough review and consideration of the 
pending application. The Office Action dated June 29, 2006 has been received and its contents 
carefully reviewed. 

By this Amendment, claims 1, 14, 23 and 34 are amended and claims 13, 22, 33 and 42 
are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, claims 1-12, 14-21, 23-32 and 34-41 
are currently pending. Reexamination and reconsideration of the pending claims is respectfully 
requested. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-42 under 35 U.S. C. § 1 12, second 
paragraph. Applicants respectfully submit that this rejection is now believed to be moot in view 
of the amendments in claims 1, 14, 23 and 34. 

In addition, the Examiner rejected claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 10, 1 1, 14, 15, 17, 18 and 20 under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Aufderheide et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,587,097); 
rejected claims 3 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. 
in view of Schulz et al (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0149572); rejected claim 5 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. in view of Nakanishi et al. (U.S. 
Patent Publication No. 2004/0017363); rejected claims 8, 9, 12, 19, 21 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. in view of ARA (Applicants' Related Art); rejected 
claims 13 and 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. in view 
of Moriwaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,636,582); rejected claims 23-25, 27, 30, 31, 34, 35, 37, 38 
and 40 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. in view of Colgan 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,483,498); rejected claim 36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. and Colgan et al. in view of Schulz et al. ; rejected claim 26 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. and Colgan et al. in view 
of Nakanishi et al. ; rejected claims 28, 29, 32, 39 and 41 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. and Colgan et al. in view of ARA ; rejected claims 33 and 
42 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aufderheide et al. and Colgan et al. in 
view of Moriwaki et al. These rejections are respectfully traversed and reconsideration is 
requested. 
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Claim 1 is allowable over the cited references in that claim 1 recites a combination of 
elements including, for example, ". ..a second electrode on an inner surface of the second 
transparent conductive layer, the second electrode formed at a corner of the second transparent 
conductive layer and connected to an external ground voltage or a metal shielding plate..." 
Aufderheide et al. fails to teach or suggest at least this feature of the claimed invention. Also, 
none of the cited references including Schulz et al. , Nakanishi et al. and ARA cures the deficient 
teaching of Aufderheide et al. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claim 1 and 
claims 2-12, which depend therefrom, are allowable over the cited references. 

Claim 14 is allowable over the cited references in that claim 14 recites a combination of 
elements including, for example, ". ..forming a second electrode on an inner surface of the 
second transparent conductive layer, the second electrode formed at a corner of the second 
transparent conductive layer and connected to an external ground voltage or a metal shielding 
plate..." Aufderheide et al. fails to teach or suggest at least this feature of the claimed invention. 
Also, none of the cited references including Schulz et al. , Moriwaki et al. and ARA cures the 
deficient teaching of Aufderheide et al. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claim 
14 and claims 15-21, which depend therefrom, are allowable over the cited references. 

Claim 23 is allowable over the cited references in that claim 23 recites a combination of 
elements including, for example, "...a second electrode on an inner surface of the second 
transparent conductive layer, the second electrode formed at a corner of the second transparent 
conductive layer and connected to an external ground voltage or a metal shielding plate..." 
Neither Aufderheide et al. nor Colgan et al. teaches or suggests at least this feature of the 
claimed invention. Also, none of the cited references including Nakanishi et al. and ARA cures 
the deficient teachings of Aufderheide et al. and Colgan et al. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully submit that claim 23 and claims 24-32, which depend therefrom, are allowable over 
the cited references. 

Claim 34 is allowable over the cited references in that claim 34 recites a combination of 
elements including, for example, "...forming a second electrode on an inner surface of the 
second transparent conductive layer, the second electrode formed at a corner of the second 
transparent conductive layer and connected to an external ground voltage or a metal shielding 
plate..." Neither Aufderheide et al. nor Colgan et al. teaches or suggests at least this feature of the 
claimed invention. Also, none of the cited references including Schulz et al. , Moriwaki et al. and 
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ARA cures the deficient teachings of Aufderheide et al. and Colgan et al. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully submit that claim 34 and claims 35-41, which depend therefrom, are 
allowable over the cited references. 

Applicants believe the application is in condition for allowance and early, favorable 
action is respectfully solicited.
